You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  town  on  Tuesday,  the  13th  day  of  March  next  1962, 
at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following 
subjects. 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman 
for  three  years,  Auditors,  Town  Treasurer,  Road  Agent, 
Collector  of  Taxes,  Trustees  of  Public  Funds,  Surveyors  of 
Wood  and  Lumber,  Fence  Viewers  and  all  other  necessary 
officers. 

Article  2.  To  raise  money  for  the  support  of  the 
town  poor,  for  town  library,  for  cemeteries,  to  build  and 
repair  highways  and  bridges,  and  for  such  other  current 
expenses  as  may  accrue.

To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  its  Se- 
lectmen to  purchase  a  new  Pickup  Truck  to  be  paid  for 
from  1961  surplus. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  not  more  than  $3,500.00  for  the  preparation 
and  writing  of  the  WALPOLE  TOWN  HISTORY.  By  peti- 
tion.

ANNUAL  REPORT— BRIDGE  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  the  voters 
approved  an  appropriation  of  $8,500  for  an  adjdition  to 
the  Bridge  Memorial  Building.  The  contract  was  awarded 
to  Mr.  Paul  Aumand  who  completed  the  construction  as 
agreed,  in  September.  The  cost  was  slightly  under  the 
original  appropriation. 

Mr.  David  A.  Reed  generously  contributed  his  services 
as  architect  for  the  building  and  the  furnishings  in  the 
new  room  were  purchased  with  gifts  of  money  from  Mr. 
Arthur  Bunker,  Mr.  Cummins  Catherwoqd  and  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Willard.  Mr.  Bunker  also  gave  a  rug  for  the  main 
reading  room. 

During  the  year  the  floor  in  the  main  room  was  sand- 
ed and  refinished,  and  a  new  floor  covering  was  laid  in 
the  front  entrance  hall. 

The  librarian  and  the  trustees  completed  the  task  of 
weeding  the  entire  book  collection,  discarding  books  which 
were  worn  out  or  no  longer  being  read.  This  was  done 
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under  the  direction  of  staff  members  from  the  State  Li- 
brary. 

Mrs.  Agnes  Bunker  resigned  as  trustee  and  Mr.  G.  L. 
Bridge,  Sr.  was  elected  to  complete  her  term. 

The  Bookmobile  comes  to  the  Library  on  a  regular 
schedule  and  books  for  adults  and  children  are  borrowed 
from  this  source.  Others  are  obtained  by  mail  from  the 
State  Library  in  Concord. 

The  trustees  gratefully  acknowledge  the  bequest  of 
$1,000  from  the  late  Mrs.  Albert  Dickey.  Gifts  of  books  are 
received  from  time  to  time  and  these  are  appreciated. 
Some  are  given  as  memorials. 

The  Library  Board  meets  regularly  with  trustees 
in  neighboring  towns  for  the  selection  and  purchase  of 
new  books.  A  consultant  from  the  State  Library  reviews 
current  books  and  gives  helpful  suggestions  and  advice. 

The  North  Walpole  branch  is  now  open  one  afternoon 
during  the  week  for  the  convenience  of  the  younger  school 
children. 

406  new  books  were  added  during  1961.  The  total  cir- 
culation in  both  libraries  was  13,976.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 


How  far  have  we  come  as  a  nation  toward  a  realiza- 
tion of  the  importance  of  education  as  a  source  of  trained 
manpower  and  as  a  first  line  of  defense  in  a  [democracy? 
Our  progress  as  a  nation  will  increase  or  decrease  in  di- 
rect relationship  to  the  progress  of  education.  The  human 
mind  is  a  fundamental  resource. 

Outstanding  individuals  such  as  Dr.  James  B.  Con- 
ant  have  said  that  the  educational  program  in  our  schools 
is  in  large  measure  what  the  public  wants  it  to  be.  The 
voter  determines  the  extent  of  financial  support  and  their 
expression  to  the  school  board  and  administration  in- 
dicates their  desires  as  to  the  program.  The  administration 
and  teachers  are  striving  to  give  your  children  the  best 
educational  opportunity  that  can  be  managed  within 
their  capabilities  and  the  capabilities  of  the  existing  facil- 
ities. 

We  are  continuously  seeking  to  improve.  To  stand 
still  is  to  lose  ground.  Rearrangement  and  changes  in  the 
uses  of  the  existing  building  facilities  have  been  accom- 
plished with  resulting  improvement  but  we  believe  the 
limit  has  been  reached  in  our  plans  for  next  year.  Con- 
tinuation of  the  plans  for  an  improvejd  comprehensive 
high  school  curriculum  is  dependent  on  building  expan- 
sion and  to  a  certain  extent  on  the  number  of  pupils 
enrolled. 

The  results  of  the  educational  survey  authorized  at 
the  annual  meeting  last  March  was  completed  by  the 
educational  consultants  firm  Engelhardt,  Engelhardt  and 
Leggett.  The  results  and  recommendations  were  made 
available  to  the  public  in  November.  The  School  Board 
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voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  recommending  the  forma- 
tion of  a  consolidated  school  district  and  enlisted  the  aid 
of  a  citizens'  committee  in  providing  ways  and  means  of 
informing  the  public  as  to  the  advantages  and  disad- 
vantages of  joining  with  other  communities  to  form  a 
consolidated  district. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  advantages  far  outweigh  the 
disadvantages  of  consolidation.  Many  other  communities 
have  recognized  the  advantages  of  consolidation  as  there 
has  been  a  decrease  from  102,000  separate  districts  in 
1948  to  42,500  in  1960.  Consolidation  is  an  opportunity  to 
take  advantage  of  a  means  of  improving  educational  op- 
portunity for  the  children  of  Walpole.  I  sincerely  hope 
that  the  voters  take  favorable  action. 

On  August  30,  31  and  September  1  Walpole  teachers 
took  part  in  a  workshop  with  other  elementary  teachers 
of  Supervisory  Union  No.  60.  Mr.  Francis  X.  Mahoney, 
Science  Consultant  from  Ginn  and  Company  spoke  on 
the  topic  "Trends  in  Teaching  Science"  anjd  led  discus- 
sion groups.  Miss  Jean  Schneider,  Mathematics  Consult- 
ant from  the  Silver  Burdett  Company,  Mr.  George  Cun- 
ningham, Director,  Mathematics  Education,  New  Hamp- 
shire State  Department  of  Education  and  Mrs.  Christyne 
Galloway,  Walpole  Junior  High  School  Mathematics 
teacher  were  the  group  leaders  on  the  second  day.  Dr.  J. 
Louis  Cooper,  Professor  of  Education  from  the  University 
of  Connecticut  spoke  to  the  teachers  on  the  topic  "Reading 
in  the  Content  Subjects"  and  conducted  group  discus- 
sions that  considered  this  topic. 

Plans  are  now  being  made  to  hold  a  workshop  next 
fall  before  the  opening  of  school.  This  in-service  training 
program  will  be  developed  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
teaching  in  the  field  of  Social  Studies. 

There  is  a  rather  sharp  increase  in  our  tuition  cost 
next  year  due  to  an  increased  tuition  rate  to  Bellows 
Falls  High  School  and  an  increase  of  six  pupils  over  last 
year. 
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The  1960-61  daily  membership  instruction  cost  for 
high  school  pupils  was  $462.12  compared  to  the  state  aver- 
age of  $457.00.  This  cost  is  computed  from  the  combined 
cost  of  tution  and  regular  attendance  pupils.  The  aver- 
age cost  for  elementary  pupils  was  $301.27  compared  to 
the  state  iaverage  of  $279.00. 

The  estimated  average  salary  of  Walpole  classroom 
teachers  for  1962-63  is  $4,840.00  which  is  $38.00  above  the 
state  average  for  1961-62.  Our  average  is  reduced  because 
the  replacements  are  usually  beginning  teachers.  We 
had  six  changes  last  year,  which  included  an  additional 
high  school  teacher.  The  percentage  of  change  was  15.3%. 

The  budget  estimated  unencumbered  balance  was 
$13,242.  Additional  budget  savings,  addition  of  tuition 
pupils  attending  Walpole  Schools  and  drop-outs  of  North 
Walpole  tuition  pupils  attending  Bellows  Falls  High 
School  resulted  in  an  actual  June  30th  balance  of  $19,- 
350.27.  The  additional  balance  was  used  to  reduce  the 
amount  raised  by  taxation. 

The  results  of  our  testing  programs  show  the  Wal- 
pole pupils  comparing  very  favorably  with  national  aver- 
ages. The  reading  and  arithmetic  program  at  the  Village 
Elementary  school  appears  to  be  particularly  effective. 
It  is  attracting  interest  from  other  schools  as  is  the  ele- 
mentary science  program  in  North  Walpole. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  find  a  part  time  art  teacher 
and  as  a  result  we  are  unable  to  serve  our  pupils  in  the 
field  of  art  at  the  level  we  had  hoped.  The  anticipated 
regulations  for  a  comprehensive  high  school  will  require 
art  as  a  part  of  the  curriculum.  We  could  share  an  art 
teacher  with  Alstead  or  employ  a  full  time  teacher  for 
Walpole. 

This  year  the  high  school  interscholastic  teams  are 
being  transported  by  bus.  Ths  insures  that  there  is 
adequate  insurance  coverage  and  is  an  additional  safety 
measure.

The  activities  of  the  schools  are  covered  in  more  de- 
tail in  the  principals'  reports. 

Mr.  Daniel  G.  Baldi  replaced  Mr.  Charles  St.  Pierre 
as  General  Science  and  Junior  Business  teacher  in  grades 
seven  and  eight.  Mr.  Baldi  received  his  degree  from  the 
State  College  at  Boston  and  did  his  practice  teaching 
at  Millis,  Massachusetts.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Chickering  re- 
placed Mrs.  Lerandeau  as  first  grade  teacher.  Mrs. 
Chickering  was  a  former  first  grade  teacher  in  Walpole 
and  has  been  teaching  in  Westmoreland.  Mr.  James  Dixon 
replaced  Mr.  Wallace  Clark  as  social  studies  teacher.  Mr. 
Dixon  received  his  degree  from  Keene  Teachers  College 
and  formerly  taught  in  the  Keene  Junior  High  School.  Mr. 
James  Shaw  is  an  additional  high  school  teacher  and 
teaches  Creative  Writing,  Library  Science,  Public  Speak- 
ing and  Civics.  He  received  his  degree  from  Keene  Teach- 
ers College  and  did  his  practice  teaching  in  Marlboro.  Mr. 
Earl  Maddelena,  who  was  employed  to  replace  Mr.  Sheldon 
Sawyer  as  teacher  of  Vocational  Agriculture,  resigned  in 
late  August  and  Mr.  Thomas  Watts  replaced  him.  Mr. 
Watts  received  his  degree  from  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  and  was  formerly  employed  by  the  N.H.-Vt.

70  pupils  attended  pre-registration  clinics 
45  pupils  checked  for  smallpox  vaccination  and  neces- 
sary follow-up  done 
213  pupils  participated  in  urine  test  program 

As  your  school  nurse  I  serve  six  towns  involving  nine 
schools.  Some  of  the  areas  of  service  that  may  be  of  in- 
terest are: 

Our  school  physicals  are  done  in  kindergarten, 
grade  1  (children  who  did  attend  kindergarten),  grade 
5,  9,  &  11.  We  also  do  a  yearly  physical  on  our  varsity 
players,  junior  varsity,  and  cheerleaders,  and  any  new 
students  and  on  pupils  referred  by  teacher  or  nurse. 

A  notice  is  sent  home  to  the  parent  regarding  the 
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physical,  and  any  child  with  an  abnormality  is  reported  to 
the  parent  by  the  school  nurse.  If  it  is  necessary  the  school 
nurse  aids  the  parent  in  the  follow-up.  The  nurse  also 
makes  sure  she  has  a  report  of  findings  from  a  family 
that  has  been  seen  by  a  doctor. 

First  aid  is  done  in  the  nurse's  office  during  school 
time  and  health  education  is  given  at  the  time  of  injury. 
A  follow-up  is  jdone  by  the  school  nurse  where  necessary. 

Aiding  parents  in  learing  about  available  eye  doctors, 
and  other  professional  help  is  another  field  wherein  the 
nurse  helps  families  with  their  health  problems. 

Other  activities: 

Getting  proper  help  to  needy  families  when  the  case 
is  brought  to  my  attention. 

Follow-up  on  children  who  are  unable  to  get  an  eye- 
doctor  on  their  own  and  when  necessary,  finding  funds 
to  help  pay  for  glasses. 

Attending  workshops  and  school  nurse  meetings  to 
learn  what  other  areas  are  doing,  and  what  is  being  done 
nationally. 

Helping  parents  understand  communicable  diseases 
and  answering  the  question,  "When  can  my  child  come 
back  to  school?3' 

Much  time  is  spent  in  keeping  health  records  up  to 
date  so  that  they  are  available  and  useful.  There  is  a 
great  deal  of  office  work  in  preparing  forms  to  be  used, 
filling  in  forms  within  the  school  system,  and  making  out 
state  report  forms. 

My  work  involves  working  with  people  in  many  situa- 
tions, and  each  day  usually  presents  a  challenge. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  the  superintendent,  school 
board,  teachers,  parents,  pupils,  and  citizens  for  their  co- 
operation.

Organization 

The  basic  organizational  changes  this  year  were  as 
follows: 

1.  A  double  session  of  kindergarten  was  offered. 

2.  One  teacher  was  added  to  the  staff. 

3.  A  full-time  custodian  replaced  two  part-time 
custodians. 

Curriculum 

The  workshop  held  last  fall  has  given  greater  em- 
phasis to  science,  reading,  and  arithmetic  in  the  elemen- 
tary curriculum.  The  secondary  curriculum  benefitted 
from  an  exchange  of  teacher  ideas  and  closer  inter-depart- 
mental understanding.  The  English  department,  in  partic- 
ular, has  been  instrumental  in  furthering  these  under- 
standings. 

The  Walpole-Joplin  Arithmetic  Plan  was  extended  to 
include  grade  eight,  with  the  introduction  of  Algebra  at 
this  level. 

The  addition  of  a  new  staff  member  made  it  possible 
to  offer  Library  Science,  Developmental  Reading,  and 
Creative  Writing  and  Public  Speaking  in  our  academic 
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program.  Prior  to  this  year,  these  were  available  only  on 
an  activity  basis. 

The  Principal's  report  of  a  year  ago  mentioned  plans 
to  improve  the  science  and  mathematics  programs.  This 
has  been  done  by  offering  Biology  in  the  ninth  grade  and 
Algebra  in  grade  eight.  This  has  proven  to  be  a  successful 
change  and  it  will  give  scope  and  balance  to  our  curric- 
ulum by  enabling  us  to  meet  the  needs  of  more  students. 

The  Developmental  Reading  classes  were  composed 
of  students  in  grades  nine  through  twelve.  These  classes 
met  four  times  each  week  for  a  period  of  seventeen  weeks. 
The  growth  in  reading  abilities  and  skills,  as  indicated  by 
a  carefully  supervised  testing  program,  was  substantial. 
The  program,  having  proved  its  value,  will  be  continued 
next  year. 

The  Walpole  Lion's  Club  presented  the  school  with 
a  tachistoscope.  This  machine  has  been  used  in  our  inter- 
mediate Walpole-Joplin  Reading  Plan.  It  has  been  a  con- 
tributing factor  to  the  reading  skills  gained  by  these 
stujdents. 

The  past  year  has  enabled  us  to  bring  to  reality, 
many  of  the  recommendations  that  were  made  in  May, 
1960,  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools  Evaluation  Committee.  A  full  report 
has  been  forwarded  to  that  group  reviewing  our  progress 
for  the  past  year.  Some  of  the  major  accomplishments 
follow: 

1.  The  addition  of  a  fire  escape  to  the  Hooper  Build- 
ing. 

2.  The  installation  of  exhaust  fans  in  the  boys'  and 
girls'  locker  rooms. 

3.  The  purchase  of  a  fireproof  vault  for  storing  per- 
manent records. 

4.  Greater  opportunities  have  been  provided  for 
academically  talented  youngsters  to  proceed  at  an  ac- 
celerated pace  through  the  major  subject  areas. 
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This  report  reflects  the  sincere  interest  that  the 
board  of  education,  superintendent  anjd  teachers  have 
taken  to  improve  the  educational  opportunities  for  chil- 
dren in  Walpole. 

The  people  in  Walpole  can  take  pride  in  the  fact  that, 
again,  Walpole  High  School  has  been  accredited  as  a 
Comprehensive  High  School  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion.

There  were  68,507  student  and  4,890  adult  meals  serv- 
ed in  1960-1961.  The  figures  for  the  previous  year  were 
67,186  and  5,056. 

Title  III  and  Title  V  Funds 

The  extension  of  the  National  Defense  Education  Act 
has  enabled  us  to  add  various  types  of  equipment  to  our 
science,  mathematics  and  foreign  language  departments. 

Plans  are  underway  to  relocate  the  foreign  language 
classroom  and  add  science  tables  in  our  junior  high 
science  classroom.  Both  are  much  needed  and  will  pro- 
vide better  learning  opportunities.  The  relocation  of  the 
language  laboratory  appears  to  be  the  only  solution  until 
an  adequate  room  is  made  available.  This  and  an  enlarged 
junior  high  science  laboratory  are  needed  if  we  are  to  pro- 
vide adequate  programs  in  each  of  these  areas. 

Due  to  the  shortage  of  Title  V  funds,  our  attempts 
to  improve  existing  guidance  facilities  have  been  limited. 
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Guidance 

The  guidance  department  continues  to  contribute 
and  give  meaning  to  our  curriculum  offerings. 

A  new  curriculum  guide  has  been  completed  which  in- 
corporates some  timely  technical  curriculum  changes  and 
information  in  course  selection  in  relation  to  career 
choice.  The  term  College  Preparatory  has  been  changed 
to  Academic  and  Commercial  to  Business  Education.  The 
curriculum  guide  is  to  be  used  by  parents  and  students 
in  planning  for  the  future. 

Our  booklet  entitled,  " Scholarship  Information"  re- 
ceived notice  from  surrounding  schools  and  many  copies 
have  been  requested  and  delivered.  They  were  reading  and 
possibly  adapting  it  to  suit  their  needs.

The  mental  ability  tests  are  usually  administered  in 
November  with  the  individual  Wechsler  given  when  con- 
firmation of  a  score  is  desired. 

The  reading  readiness  tests  are  given  either  in  May 
for  the  Kindergarten  or  September  for  grade  one.  The 
California  Battery  is  usually  given  in  April  with  the 
American  Arithmetic  and  Iowa  Reading  given  to  students 
in  the  Walpole-Joplin  Reading  and  Arithmetic  Program 
in  January. 

The  Grade  Bight  Testing  Program 

The  Pintner  General  Ability  Test  is  given  in  November 
with  the  Metropolitan  Achievement  Battery  consisting  of 
ten  areas.  The  Test  Service  and  Advisement  Center  at 
Dunbarton  administers  the  scoring  procedures. 

The  Cooperative  Standardized  Tests  for  grades  nine 
through  twelve  are  given  the  last  few  weeks  of  the  school 
year.  The  U.N.H.  Test  Battery  for  grades  nine  and  eleven 
are  given  in  the  fall  and  measure  interests,  aptitudes  and 
scholastic  ability. 

The  college  board  tests  are  given  at  various  times 
throughout  the  year.  A  schedule  of  the  dates  and  places 
is  available  in  the  guidance  office.  These  tests  are  in- 
tended for  pupils  in  grades  eleven  and  twelve  seeking  ad- 
mission to  institutions  of  higher  learning. 

The  employment  tests  are  given  by  a  representative  of 
the  employment  division  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
a  pupil's  aptitude  for  employment  as  an  aid  in  selection 
of  vocations. 

There  are  other  special  tests  which  are  not  explained 
because  they  are  not  considered  a  significant  part  of  the 
Walpole  testing  program.  A  follow-up  study  of  graduates 
will  start  soon,  concerning  graduates  of  1956,  1958  and 
1960. 
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Adult  Education 

An  Adult  Education  Program  offered  a  class  in  Cur- 
rent Events  last  year.  Unjder  the  direction  of  Mrs.  John 
Hillier  and  Mrs.  Ralph  Potter  the  following  classes  were 
offered  this  year: 

Review  Mathematics 
Typing  for  Beginners 
Short  Story  Writing 
Music  Appreciation 
Bridge 

Due  to  the  lack  of  sufficient  interest  in  any  one  of 
these  classes,  none  was  given. 

The  committee  is  interested  in  providing  opportun- 
ities for  adults  and  welcomes  any  suggestions  that  would 
lead  to  the  realization  of  an  active  class. 

Pupil  Activity  Program 

We  have  great  concern  for  activities  offered  our  young 
people  as  we  believe  they  help  to  develop  a  well-rounded 
individual.  The  following  activities  are  offered  on  the 
basis  of  student  demand  and  the  belief  that  they  best 
complement  our  curriculum: 

Personal  Typing,  Band,  Athletic  Association,  Student 
Council,  Chorus,  Junior  Librarians,  Class  Meetings,  Year- 
book, Future  Homemakers  of    America,    Safety    Patrol, 

Camera  Club,  Future  Farmers  of  America,  Auto  Driving, 
Science  Club,  Future  Business  Leaders  of  America,  Thes- 
pian Club. 

Each  pupil  participates  in  at  least  one  activity  per 
week. 

Parent-Teachers  Association 

Walpole  is  fortunate  to  have  an  active  and  interested 
P.T.A.  Its  concern  for  the  welfare  of  our  schools  is  most 
gratifying.   Under  the   direction  of   presidents   William 
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Eldon  and  Rocco  Mittica,  many  worthwhile  programs 
have  been  sponsored  and  generous  contributions  have 
been  made.  Our  school  library  has  been  increased  by 
over  one  hundred  books  from  P.T.A.  funds.  An  historical 
map  of  Walpole,  donated  to  the  school  by  Mr.  Howard  S. 
Andros,  was  framed  by  the  P.T.A. 

Special  Education 

During  the  past  year  a  special  educational  opportun- 
ity has  been  offered  to  four  students,  three  of  which  have 
participated.  This  class  meets  twice  a  week  for  two  hours 
and  is  remedial  in  nature.  Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Otis 
Howe,  these  students  work  to  improve  the  basic  learning 
skills  in  res  ding,  arithmetic  and  writing.  It  is  hoped  that 
another  year  will  bring  with  it  greater  special  educational 
opportunities  for  exceptional  pupils. 

Physical  Education 

Because  of  limited  equipment  and  the  lack  of  ade- 
quate storage  space,  we  are  able  to  offer  only  a  minimum 
program  in  physical  education.  However,  our  interest  and 
performance  is  high.  The  AAHPER,  American  Association 
of  Health,  Physical  Education,  and  Recreation  test  that 
is  given  in  September  and  October  and  again  in  April  and 
May,  indicates  substantial  improvement  in  our  students' 
fitness. 

We  should  give  serious  consideration  to  indoor  equip- 
ment shortages  and  the  lack  of  adequate  storage  spaces. 
We  should  not  be  content  with  a  minimum  program  in 
physical  education  when  the  physical  fitness  of  our  nation 
is  involved. 

Some  of  the  new  playground  equipment  added  this 
year  was  as  follows: 

1.  Two  sets  of  swings  paid  for  by  a  generous  contri- 
bution from  the  Home  Evening  Demonstration  Group. 

2.  A  merry-go-round. 

3.  A  slide. 

4.  Two  basketball  backboards  and  nets. 
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Our  gymnasium  facilities  are  used  on  Saturday  af- 
ternoons for  intermediate  basketball  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Harold  Kilburn  and  Mr.  Lloyd  Brooks. 

An  active  junior  high  basketball  program  is  under- 
way and  a  comparable  baseball  program  is  planned. 

Art  Education 

At  the  present  time  we  have  no  provisions  for  art 
education.  We  have  many  youngsters  gifted  in  art  and 
are  neglected  by  its  absence  from  the  curriculum.  In  the 
near  future,  the  absence  of  art  in  our  curriculum  could 
mean  the  failure  of  Walpoie  High  School  to  meet  the 
standards  to  be  certified  as  a  Comprehensive  High  School. 

Music 

The  people  of  Walpoie  can  be  proud  of  the  interest 
and  abilities  displayed  by  their  children  in  the  field  of 
music.  We  have  an  active  program  in  grades  K  through 
eight,  including  a  band  and  chorus  composed  of  inter- 
mediate grade  students.  In  the  high  school  we  have  well 
over  one  hundred  students  in  band  and  chorus. 

The  quality  of  our  musical  presentations  attests  to 
the  fine  work  being  done  in  this  field.  We  have  relocated 
the  music  room  in  an  attempt  to  provide  more  space  and 
a  better  atmosphere.  This  is  an  improvement  but  a  room 
should  be  supplied  which  would  be  large  enough  to  house 
all  music  groups  and  thereby  free  other  areas  for  other 
activities. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  George  R.  Harris,  the 
music  department  received  a  Steinway  piano.  This  instru- 
ment is  in  excellent  condition  and  adds  quality  to  our 
music  productions. 

Recommendations 

As  we  look  to  the  future  of  education  in  Walpoie  sev- 
eral needs  are   apparent.   Serious  consideration  should 
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be  given  to  these  areas  if  we  are  to  maintain  quality 
education. 

1.  Our  classrooms  will  be  utilized  one  hundred  per- 
cent next  year.  If  we  are  to  implement  the  demands  of 
our  curriculum  more  classrooms  will  be  needed. 

2.  Limitations  in  Physical  Education,  Music,  Art, 
and  Special  Education  have  been  noted. 

3.  The  work  load  of  our  custodial  staff  is  overburd- 
ening. An  additional  custodian  at  least  on  a  part-time 
basis  is  needed. 

4.  Existing  library  space  is  inadequate. 

5.  Provision  for  an  adequate  and  pleasant  language 
laboratory  is  necessary. 

6.  A  larger  junior  high  science  laboratory  is  needed. 

7.  To  attract  and  hold  competent  teachers,  consider- 
ation should  be  given  to  a  salary  schedule. 

8.  An  additional  primary  grade  classroom  is  needed. 

9.  Provisions  shouljd  be  made  to  add  an  Industrial 
Arts  program  to  the  curriculum. 

Summary 

At  the  present  time,  the  Walpole  Village  Schools 
offer  excellent  educational  opportunities.  The  efforts  of 
townspeople,  parents,  school  board,  staff,  and  administra- 
tion should  be  commended. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  super- 
intendent, school  board,  staff,  pupils  and  parents  for 
their  loyal  cooperation.

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  principal  of 
the  North  Walpole  School. 

Scholarship 

The  curriculum  of  the  North  Walpole  School  has 
been  set  up  so  as  to  include  rich  and  varied  experiences 
for  children  and  to  provide  a  balanced  program  which  en- 
courages the  all-around  development  of  children. 

The  program  in  Language  Arts  includes  informal 
language  activities,  language  needed  to  do  school  work, 
and  skill-building  lessons.  Because  our  langauge  is  grow- 
ing and  changing,  functional  language  is  being  stressed. 
To  take  care  of  Oral  Language  Arts,  conversational  per- 
iods are  held 'twice  a  week,  in  which  the  students  give 
oral  book  reports  or  talk  on  any  subject  of  their  choice. 

The  main  purpose  for  spelling  is  to  enable  the  pupil 
to  express  himself  adequately  in  writing.  Emphasis  has 
been  placed  upon  a  flexible  classroom  organization  in  or- 
der to  provide  ample  opportunity  for  children  to  learn  to 
spell  through  numerous  interesting  writing  activities.  Lo- 
cating and  removing  deficiencies  in  spelling  is  the  aim  at 
each  grade  level,  thus  reducing  remedial  work  to  a  mini- 
mum. Special  attention  is  being  given  to  pronunciation, 
visual  analysis  of  word  forms,  and  syllabication. 

Reading  comes  the  same  period  in  grades  one 
through  six,  thus  permitting  interchange  in  grades  one, 
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two,  three,  and  in  grades  four,  five,  and  six,  if  the  teacher 
deems  it  best  for  the  pupii  to  do  so.  Reading  books  below 
and  above  grade  level,  different  than  the  basic  reading 
text  of  the  grade,  have  been  added  to  each  grade  library. 
The  number  of  books  taken  out  from  the  Village  Public 
Library  has  again  increased  considerably  over  the  same 
period  last  year. 

In  the  primary  grades,  pupils  are  introduced  to  read- 
ing as  a  thoughtful  process,  they  acquire  many  of  the 
skills  of  word  recognition  and  interpretation,  and  they 
learn  to  read  a  variety  of  simple  materials  for  informa- 
tion and  enjoyment. 

Reading  in  the  middle  grades  aims  to  perfect  the 
mastery  of  such  study  skills  as  skimming,  taking  notes, 
outlining,  summarizing,  using  such  aids  to  locating  ma- 
terials as  the  table  of  contents  and  the  index,  and  increas- 
ing the  rate  of  reading  without  loss  in  comprehension. 

Because  of  the  widespread  use  of  arithmetic,  one  of 
the  major  goals  of  the  program  is  to  provide  students  with 
a  thorough  understanding  of  arithmetic.  To  achieve  this 
gcal  arithmetic  is  being  taught  with  carefully  planned 
drill  and  practice,  and  with  numerous  opportunities  be- 
ing presented  to  use  arithmetic  at  school  and  at  home. 
Each  new  step  or  process  is  approached  from  the  simple 
to  the  complex  and  in  easy  steps  so  that  the  learner  can 
advance  with  success  and  without  undue  stress  or  strain. 

In  Social  Studies,  the  unit  plan  of  teaching  is  being 
used.  The  unit  plan  gives  the  boys  and  girls  an  opporunity 
to  solve  problems,  to  learn  to  share  and  cooperate  and  to 
practice  other  behaviors  important  to  the  citizen  in  a 
democracy. 

Since  we  live  in  an  age  of  science,  each  individual 
must  have  some  knowledge  of  science  and  the  scientific 
method  in  order  to  live  intelligently.  The  basic  science 
content,  the  emphasis  upon  securing  data  through  experi- 
mentation, the  development  of  the  scientific  method  of 
thinking  and  the  place  of  science  in  every  aspect  of  daily 
living  provide  distinct  opportunities  for  advancing  the 
general  aim  of  our  science  program  stated  above. 
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The  educational  testing  program  has  been  continued. 
Grades  one,  three,  five,  and  seven  were  administered  the 
Otis  Mental  Ability  Tests.  The  California  Achievement 
Tests  were  given  in  all  the  grades.  The  findings  from 
these  tests  were  tabulated  and  discussed  with  the  teach- 
ers. The  results  enabled  the  teacher  to  direct  the  progress 
of  each  pupil  and  to  place  him  or  her  in  proper  groupings 
within  the  class  so  that  desirable  social  growth  would  be 
made. 

Conversational  French  was  offered  in  Grades  Seven 
and  Eight  the  first  semester.  Latin  will  be  given  the 
second  semester  to  those  in  the  eighth  grade  who  have 
expressed  their  desire  to  take  the  college  course  in  High 
School.  The  fundamentals  of  Algebra  will  also  be  taught 
to  this  group. 

Faculty  meetings  have  been  carried  on  regularly 
throughout  the  year.  Meetings  are  scheduled  once  a 
month  or  more  often  if  the  teachers  deem  it  necessary. 

Mr.  Herbert  Werden  has  completed  a  course  in  Read- 
ing given  at  Keene  Teachers'  College  last  semester  with 
Dr.  Helen  Murphy  of  Boston  University,  as  instructor. 

Organization 

Physical  Education  classes  for  all  grades  meet  Tues- 
day and  Thursday  of  each  week.  Calisthenics  are  being 
emphasized  this  year,  with  the  first  part  of  the  gym  class 
being  devoted  to  this  form  of  exercise.  Athletics,  as  a  part 
of  our  program,  are  carried  on  a  Junior  High  School  level 
in  Basketball  and  Baseball  with  the  school  competing  with 
the  surrounding  schools.  Girls  basketball  is  played  on  an 
intramural  basis  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Richard 
Wilson.  The  boys  in  grades  five  through  eight,  not  on  the 
Junior  High  Team,  are  given  an  opportunity  to  learn  the 
fundamentals  of  basketball  on  Saturday  mornings  with 
Mr.  Herbert  Werden,  as  instructor. 

Social  skills  are  developed  through  our  social  activity 
program,  which  consists  of  parties,  at  various  times  of 
the  year,  and  of  dramatic  and  musical  productions.  Hal- 
loween and  Christmas  parties  were  held  in  all  the  grades 
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and  grades  seven  and  eight  presented  two  one-act  plays 
in  December.  The  primary  and  intermediate  grades  will 
present  the  operettas  "The  Alphabet's  Holiday"  and  "The 
Man  with  the  Crooked  Nose"  in  the  spring  of  the  year. 

Our  Public  Relations  Program  has  been  continued 
as  in  other  years  with  General  Assemblies,  School  News, 
and  the  Hilltop  News  publication.  General  Assemblies 
are  held  once  a  month  with  a  different  grade  being  re- 
sponsible for  the  program  each  month.  The  School  News 
is  printed  each  week  in  the  local  newspaper.  Two  grades 
report  every  week  on  the  happenings  and  doings  of  their 
grade  in  the  different  subjects,  as  well  as  any  personal 
news  that  would  be  of  interest.  Hilltop  News,  the  annual 
yearbook  published  by  grades  seven  and  eight  was  very 
well  received  last  year  and  was  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  Mr.  James  Quinn.  The  Hilltop  News  this 
year  has  Mr.  Richard  Wilson,  English  teacher,  as  faculty 
advisor. 

Our  Hobby  and  Science  Exhibits  proved  to  be  very 
successful  last  year,  with  many  of.  the  citizens  of  the 
town  viewing  the  exhibits.  I  extend  my  thanks  and  appre- 
ciation to  the  teachers  for  their  cooperation  in  making  the 
exhibits  the  success  that  they  were. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  a  gift  to  the  school  of  basket- 
ball uniforms  and  jackets  presented  by  Mr.  Paul  Aumand. 
The  boys  join  with  me  in  expressing  their  gratitude  and 
thanks  to  Mr.  Aumand  for  this  fine  gesture.  Our  apprecia- 
tion and  thanks  also  go  to  the  graduating  classes  of  1960 
and  1961  for  their  generous  contributions  which  made  it 
possible  for  the  school  to  purchase  a  lectern  for  the  audi- 
torium. 

My  thanks  go  to  the  School  Board,  Superintendent, 
Parents,  Teachers,  and  Pupils  for  their  cooperation  dur- 
ing the  past  year  which  enabled  the  school  to  operate  on 
a  high  level  of  achievement.
